The State of Illinois has 102 counties; has

Each of these authorities acts independently 
of the others.

Mr. Frederick Hudson's long-expected book 
on (Journalism in the United States,” which 
has just been published, is an exceedingly inter- 
esting work. Mr. Hudson was for many years 
the editor of the New York Herald, under James 
Gordon Bennett, Sen., and was chiefly instru- 
mental in his time in the development and main- 
tenance, under severe tests, of the far-reaching 
enterprise in the collection of news which Mr. 
Bennett had been the first to imaugurate. His 
natural adaptability to journalism, the experi- 
ence which gave him the position of a leader, 
and the many years which he has de- 
voted to tracing American newspaper progress 
that have combined to make his book a valuable 
contribution to history. | 
Mr. Hudson defines six distinct epochs 

American journalism. The first embraced the 
years from 1690 to 1704, and was the initial 
period. Its characteristic struggles are suffl- 
ciently typified by the first of American newspa- 
pers, issued in Boston, on Thursday, Sept. 25, 
1690, and called Publick ‘Occurrences, It lived 
just one day. The publisher had efidently 
counted on a longer existence, for he 
promised to take what pains be 
can to obtain a faithful narration * * * of 
such considerable occurrences as have arrived 
into our notice.”

Fond of society, fond of 
music, fond of children, intensely earnest, out- 
spoken, and ing over with humor, he had 
just the qualities w make se good converser, 
and we find his “Table-Talk” in 
those illuminated thoughts that cast a light as 
from a window” upon every theme, even 
the darkest and most dreary. Coarse and vio- 
lent he sometimes was; he used “plain words, 
stript of their shirts; called, 
a spade a spade; and loved—as what 
Teuton does not?—his glass of beer.
